DEEDS OF ASSIGNMENT 
ORDER TO SET ASIDE. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


Unanimous judgment was given in favour 
of Samuel Richard Cole, a "bus driver, of 2 
Fark avenue, Dundalk, on an appeal brought 
by him from a decision of the High Court 
dismissing an action brought by him against 
Richard Perey Kent, . ‘ Valetta,’’, Katon 
square, Terenure, Dublin; Jathes ‘Bradshaw, 
Kiltegan, Co. Wicklow; John Bradshaw, 
Shillelagh, Co. Wicklow, and Albert Edward 
Cole, Ballinacor, Kilboy, Co. Wicklow. 

The action was instituted by the appellant 
to set aside two deeds of assignment, one 
executed by him on 2nd December, 1925, by 
which he assigned to his mother his life in- 
terest in a farm und business at Kilboy, Co. 
Wicklow, which he acquired under his 
father’s will; and the other, dated 16th 
April, 1926, by which he joined in an assign- 
ment by his mother’s personal representative 
of her interest in the farm and the business 
of his brother, Albert Cole. in consideration 
oc an annuity of £150, payable to him for 
his life and charged upon the farm and busi- 
The appellant alleged that both these 
deeds were improvident and improper, and 
were made without independent advice and 
for a grossly inadequate consideration. The 
lligh Court was of opinion that there were 
no grounds for questioning the deed of 1929 
iit regard to the transactions of 1925, and 
that the appellant could not now seek to set 
iside the earher deed, The view of the 
High Court was that the plaintift’s case was 
not sustainable. 

In the course of his judgment the Chief 
Justice saia that Samuel Cole had been 
suffering from an illness before the deed of 
1925 had been executea. Ho» believed that 
Samuel Cole’s mother never contemplated 
that the transection should be anything but 
a makeshift durjpg Samuel's illness, and he 
was satisfied from the genera) evidence that

Mrs. Cole had no desire to overreach the 
son, Samuel, or to take the slightest ad- 


vantage of lim for her own benefit. Samuel 
Cole had no independent advice when execut- 
ing the deed, and the Chief Justice was of 
opinion the deed could not stand. When the 
ihZ9 deed was executed Samuel Cole was pro- 
gressing towards an ultimate cure, but it 
was clear he was persuaded to sign it as 
smMnething for: his own benefit, and neither of 
the deeds could stand. 
‘Mr, Justice FitzGibbon 
Murnaghan agreed, 
: The appeal, accordingly was allowed; the 
judgment of the High Cou:t was set aside, 
end the Court directed that one-fourth of 
the costs of the plaintiff should be paid by

T > hearing of the’ action’ of John 


Dempsey, a farmer, of .Fovest, Mount- 

'  mellick, against Messrs. D. and KE. 
Williams, of Tullamore and Mountmellick, 
was concluded, The plaintiff claimed 
damages for personal injuries and Joss, caused 
through the alleged negligence of the de- 
fendants. He stated that on the 3rd Novem- 
ber, 1932, he sent a workman named Michael 
Lawlor to Messrs, Williams’ shop for four 
gallons of paraffin oil. The manager supplied 
Lawlor with four gallons of what purported 
to be paraffin oil, and when, on the 11th 
Noveinber, 1932, Lawlor, by direction of the 
plaintiff, poured some of this liquid into a 
lantern in the hands of the plaintiff the Jan- 
tern exploded, Plaintiff and Lawlor were 
seriously injured and the house was set on 
fire. Plaintiff was now permanently in- 
capacitated for any kind of manual] labour. 
On the 23rd Maoil 1935, the Circuit Court 
Judge found Lawlor to be totally incapaci- 
tated, and awarded him £1 ls. 104d. a week, 
to be paid by the plaintiff. 

The defendants denied the supply of oil, or 
what purported to be paraffin oil, to Lawlor, 
for the use of the plaintiff’s household: 
denied that there was any warranty expressed 
or implied, or that the purpose for which the 
oil was bought was made known to them. 
Alternatively, they pleaded that the oil sup- 
plied was paraffin oil, bought by them for re- 
sale, and was re-sold in the same condition as 
it was received, and without knowledge of 
any defect in its quality. , 

Mr, Lavery, K.C.; Mr, Joseph = A. 
McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Brereton Barry 
(instructed by Mr. W. J. Clarke) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, 
K.C.; Mr. MeGuckin, K.C., and Mr. Art 
O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. Hoey and 
Denning) for the defendants. 


A JAR OF OIL, 


Joseph Dunne, an employé of the defendant 
company, gave evidence to the effect that at 
the beginning of November, 1932, Lawlor 
came into Messrs. Williams’ shop and witness 
filled four gallons of oil into a four-gallon 
crockery jar which Lawlor gave him. The 
oil was taken from a fifty-gallen drum, which 
was labelled in large black letters: '' Super 
Kero.”’ 

Mr. O'Connor asked the witness did Lawlor 
sav anything when the jar was filled. 

Witness—He passed a remark, and said; 
“ You have not filled it,” and I said: “' It is 
as full as you are going to get it.” (Laugh. 
ter.) 

Mr. Lavery—Messrs, Williams do not sell 
petrol ?—No, sir. 

And the oil you sold was sold for use in 
lamps ?—So I believe. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—And it is a regular 
business of theirs, selling oil for lamps ?— 
Yes, sir. 

This closed the evidence on behalf of the 
defendants. ' 

Counsel having addressed the jury, 

Mr. Justice Hanna summed up. 


VERDICT FOR PLAINTIFF. 


The questions left to the jury, and the 
answers given, were as follow :— 

1. Was the oil sold reasonably fit for use 
as burning lamp oil ?—No, i 

2. Was it a dangerous and explosive liqu', 
not suitable íor the purpose for which it was 
sold ?— Yes. 

3. Was the purpose for which it was pur- 
chased ‘known to the defendants’ servants ?— 


Yes. 
4. Was it in the course of the defendants 
business as general merchants to supply 


paraffin oil ?—Yes, i 
5. Did the plaintiff rely on the sellers 


judgment to supply paraffin oil "— Yes. 

6. Was the accident complained of caused 
by reason of the said liquid being of a 
dangerous and explosive character, and not 
being of the substance and nature demauded ? 
—Yes. 

7. Was there negligence on the part of 
Messrs. Williams ?—No. | 

8. Was there contributory negligeace on 
the part of the plaintiff ?—No. 

9. Assess damages—£2,500. | 

Judgment was entered for the plain‘iff for 


£2,500 accordingly, with costs, and the de- 
fendants were directed to indemuify Mr. 
Dempsey against all sums paid or to be paid 


by him to his workman, Michael Lawlor, 
under the Workmen's Compensation Act.

In his claim, the plaintiff set out that 
he carries on an extensive business as draper 
and geileral outfitter, specialising In the sale 
of Ivish-made goods and endeavouring to 
promote a preference of lrish-made goods —

goods of foreign manulacture among 
yurchasing public. In the /rish Press of 8th 
“mora 1934, a paragraph was published 


stating that plaintiff ‘‘ appeared in Dundalk 
District Court on a charge of attempted 
evasion of Customs duty on a quantity of 
men’s underwear, the duty paid value of 
which amounted to £198 3s. ád.” This state- 
ment was false, and plaintiff claimed that it 
had injured his credit and reputation by 
imputing that he was carrying on a dishonest 
business, importing foreign-made goods and 
attempting to defraud the Revenue authorities 
of Saorstat Eireann. 
Phe defendants admitted liability, but, in 
mitigation of the damages to which plaintiff 
was entitled, pleaded that the words printed 
(which were false) were published owing to 
an error on the part of a subordinate member 
of the staff. ‘here was no malice towards 
the plaintiff, and immediately the matter 
came to the knowledge of the editor, he 
caused a full apology to be prominently dis- 
played in the /rish Press of 9th March.

HE hearing .was begun of an action in 
il which Miss Kathleen Codd, Cremove 

House, Glasnevin, claimed damages for 
personal injuries against Andrew 8. Clarkin, 
Lid.. ‘bus Fine, 204 Pearse street, 
Dublin, In her statement of claim, plaintifí 
set out that, on 7th August, 1933, she was 
a fare-paying passenger from Burgh quay, 
Dublin, to Bray in a "bus belonging to the 
defendant company. Owing, as she alleged, 
to the tha and unskilful manner in 
which the "bus was driven at Newtown 
avenue, Blackrock, she was thrown from the 


‘bus to the highway, sustaining permanent i 


and serious personal injuries. These included 
a fractured skull. A small portion of bone 
was removed from her right ear, causing 
panos deafness in that ear and buzzing in 
oth ears; and she alleged that, since the 
accident, she had suffered from grave nervous- 
ness, shock, insomnia and general debility. 
The defendants denied all plaintiff's allega- 
tions, and submitted that, if plaintiff had 
suffered any of the injuries alleged. those 
injuries were not caused by any negligence 
or default on their part.

SPEEDING ALLEGED. 


Opening the case, Mr. Maguire described 
the accident as extraordinary. The plaintiff, 
with two of her sisters, entered the ‘bus at 
Burgh quay, Dublin, he said, and at a corner 
at Newtown avenue, Blackrock, the "bus 
lurched and she was thrown out through the 
open door, That, the plaintiff alleged. was 
due to the excessive speed of the vehicle on 
going round the corner. The main defence 
was that the plaintiff stood up to get out, 
but why, he asked, should she do that when, 
with her sisters, she had bought tickets to 
Bray to visit another sister? 

Mr. P. J. Munden, architect, who proved a 
map of the corner, said that the corner was 
one of the sharpest and most dangerous in 
County Dublin. 

The plaintiff, in the course of her evidence, 
said that she sat on the last seat beside the 
door, which was in the “tail” of the ‘bus 


turn at Blackrock, and the last thing she 
remembered before she was thrown from her 
seat was her sister saying: ‘‘ The ‘bus is 
going to turn over.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Black, she said that 
she and her two sisters sat on a seat intended 
for two, but although they were somewhat 
crushed, they were comfortable enough. 

_ Answering Mr. Justice Sullivan, the plain. 
tiff said that she did not stand up from her 
seat just before she was thrown through the 
door of the ‘bus. 

Dr. Michael Burke having given medical 
evidence, 

Miss Bridie Codd, a sister of the plaintiff, 
said that she noticed the "bus jerking when 
approaching the turn. Her sister Nellie re- 
marked; “The "bus must be going to turn 
over,” and she looked towards the driver to 


see what was going to happen. The "bus 
moved forward mn she felt herself lifted ‘ 
from her seat. Someone shouted “Oh. God.” 
and when she looked round she saw that her 
sister Kathleen was gone. 


DID NOT STAND UP.

Miss Nellie Codd, another sister of the 
plaintiff, said that she was jerked from her 
seat, but she did hot see her sister Kathleen 
being thrown out. The plaintiff did not stand 
up coming to the bend. 

Mr. Joh» McDowell, a passenger on the 
‘bus, said that when it was going round the 
bend he was thrown to the left and was 
slipping off the seat whea his wife, who was 
sitting on the seat inside, caught him.

EVIDENCE. 


ALLEGATION 
AGAINST GUARDS. 


Wom the trial was resumed before the 


Military Tribunal yesterday of the 

three Carrigtwohill (Co. Cork) men— 
John Hartnett, Daniel Bray and Patrick 
Carroll—on charges arising out of the ex- 
plosion of a land mine outside the post office 
at Carrigtwohill last March, Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C., continued his. cross-examination of 
Hartnett, 

Counsel in the case are Mr. J. Geoghegan, 
K.C., and Mr. P. J. McEnery (instructed by 
Mr. J. §. O'Connor, solicitor to the Attorney- 
(teneral), prosecuting; Mr. J. J. Kavanagh 
(instructed by Mr. C, T. F. Russell, Cork) 
for Hartnett, and Mr, E. O'Mahony (in- 
structed by Mr. Russell) for Brav and 
Carroll. 

When asked if he told the Chief Superin- 
tendent on Good Friday of the discovery of 
gelignite and a fuse which he had made in 
the hay, Hartnett replied. that he did not get 
a chance. At the Carrigtwohill barracks he 
was asked by Chief Superintendent Stack 
(whom he did not know) if he had “ any- 
thing ‘to say about Mulholland’s,’’ and he 
answered “ No.” 

" He asked me,” continued Hartnett, “ií 
T had seen a piece of fuse, which he showed 
me, and if I agreed with the outrage. I-said 
'No. He then said, ‘ All right; march him 
away.’ '' 


“NEVER SAID IT.” 


In reply to. Mr. Geoghegan’s suggestior. 
that his and Madden's story that they saw 
the fuse sticking out from the hav was an 
invention, he replied: ‘‘ It is not an invention. 
Since I was arrested I did not see Madden.” 

Mr. Geoghegan—Did it ever occur to you 
that the things you saw in the hayshed had 
anvthing to do with the explosion at Mu! 
holland's ?—The first time it occurred te me 
was when Mr. Stack mentioned it to me. 

Referring to the explosion at Barryscourt 
on the Sunday, Mr. Geoghegan asked if a 
person experimenting with gelignite would 
have gone about it in the same way. 
Hartnett replied, “ T cannot tell you.’’ 

Mr. Geoghegan—You tried out an old tin 
can on that occasion’—I cannot tell you. 

Mr. Geoghegan quoted from the statement 
alleged to have been made by Hartnett to 
Chief Superintendent Stack: “ I want to tell 
vou the whole story about the damned thing. 
It is worrying me, and I might as well out 
with it.”’ Asked if that was an invention. 
by the Chief Superintendent, Hartnett 
answered: ‘I never said it,”’ 

Further questioned, he said that he had no 
shotgun at present, having sold one for which 
he held a licence years ago to a gun dealer 
at Cork. 

He admitted having pointed out to the 
Chief Superintendent that there was writing 
on the paper on which his statement was te 
be written. The writing began: ‘‘I am a 
postman, residing at Carrigtwohill.”’ 

Mr. Geoghegan—As you were so particular 
about the heading, do you want the Court to 
believe that you signed the statement with 
out reading it?—I did not read it. 

You were very particular to stand on your 
strict rights that even the caption or heading 
should be written in your presence ?—J 
pointed it out. 

Hartnett denied that he knew the document 
at the time to be important. 

The President—Have you any idea why 
Chief Superintendent Stack should invent 
these statements? 

Hartnett replied that he could not think 
of any reason except that the detectives who 
questioned him had tried to link him up with 
the explosion at Mulholland’s. Questioned 
further, he said that he knew of no reason 
why he should have been picked out, 


NO POLITICS. 


Mr. O'Mahony then opened the case for 
Bray, who he described as belonging to that 
unhappy body of people in this country who 
belonged to no organisation and had no 
politics, but were always mixed up in trouble. 

Thomas Bray gave evidence that the 
prisoner Bray was his son, and that he was 
at home on the night of the explosion from 
10.30 until the following morning. He slept 
in the same bed as witness that night. In 
reply to Mr. Geoghegan, witness said that he 
did not hear the explosion. 

John O'Brien. Carrigtwohill, gave evidence 
that Bray had been with friends on the even- 
ing in question, 


PRISONER'S STATEMENT. 


Daniel Bray, another of the accused men, 
described his movements on the night of the 
explosion. After tea, he said, he went to a 
dance. and was there about 10 p.m. 
John O’Brien told him to get a glass of 
brandy for his father, who was ill. He did 
so. and then went home, to find his father 
in the bed moaning with pain. He was not 
outside the house again that night, except 
for about two minutes, when he was escort- 
ing a woman who was in the house part ol 
the wav home. He was arrested on the 3lst 
March by detectives. He was brought into a 
room in the barracks and questioned about 
the explosion at Mulholland’s. The detectives 
said that “ they had been a long time looking 
for him.” Later he was brought into the 
davroom, where he saw Hartnett and Chiel 
Superintendent Stack. The Chief Superinten- 
dent showed him a paper, and asked him 1 
he knew the signature on it. Witness replied 
that he did, and that it was Jack Hartnett s. 
Chief Superintendent Stack then read out the 
statement. which was to the effect that he 
(Bray) had got a land mine from Hartnett, 
and had let it off at Mulholland’s. Witness 
turned to Hartnett and said, ‘‘ Did you make 
that statement, Jack?” and Hartnett replied, 
“Of course, 1 did not. How could I make 


that?” Witness was brought upstairs agaiu 
and handeuffed. He was then brought to 
Union Quay Barracks, where Chief Super 


intendent Stack put a paper before him and 
said: ' Bray, put your natme to that.” He 
asked what it was, and the Chief Super- 
intendent said; ‘‘ Never mind; put your name 
to it.” Witness refused to sign until the 
statement was read out to him. It was then 
ead out, and it was to the effect that he 
got a land mine from Hartnett. Witness 
refused to sign that. One of the officers, Mr. 
Moore, changed a revolver from one pocket 
to the other, and said: “ Bray, 1 would not 
talk to you for five minutes.” 


OPENING HANDCUFFS. 


He was handcuffed, and when officers were 
frying to open the handcuffs they made him 
strike his wrists an the mantelpiece, and 
caused him pain. He refused to make a 
statement because it would be a lying state- 
ment. He made two offers to Chief Superin- 
tendent Stack and one to Superintendent 
O'Driscoll to make a voluntary statement, 
but these offers were refused. 

In cross-examination it was suggested by 
Mr. MecEnery that the witness was a nightly 
visitor at Hartnett’s house. Bray replied that 
he did not think so. 

Did you hear the explosion?!—No, I did 
not. 

You slept the sleep of the just during the 
whole night ?—Well, I suppose 1 was just in 
having a good sleep. i 

Who did you think Chief Superintendent 
Stack was at Carrigtwohill?—I cannot tell 
you what he was, but he did not look verv 
pleasant anyway. 

He did not treat you as well as he treated 
Hartnett ’—None of them treated me well. 

Ke-examined by Mr. O'Mahony, witness 
said that his house had been raided several 
times, but nothing was ever found, The last 
time he was charged was in 1930, but he 
had never been up on a political charge. 


THREATS ALLEGED. 


President—Who ili-treated you at Union 
quay ?7—Well, Mr. Stack appeared to get very 
white around the face, and threatened me, 
He gave me to understand that Í would not 
be alive in the morning if I did not give in 
to what he said and sign a statement. Mr. 
O'Bullivan. said that 1 would get ten years’ 
and that the horses would be dead when i 
got out, Í said I would sign a statement 
that I had nothing to do with it. Sergeant 
Andy Moore took a revolver out of his 
pocket and said: ‘‘ Bray, 1 would not speak 
to you for five minutes.”

Yes, Í do. 

Who ill-tveated you?—Chief Superinten- 
dent Stack. Superintendent O'Driscoll was 
present at the time. When I went in the 
Chief Superintendent asked me if [ knew 
anything about Mulhollands. I said I did 
not, and he asked me if 1 approved of it, 
and I said I did not. I had a cigarette in 
my hand and he told me to throw it away. 
| said: ''Am 1 not allowed to smoke it.” I 
moved over to the table and he took it out of 
my hand and threw it on the floor and put 
his foot on it, and he took cigarettes out of 
my pocket too, He started punching me in 
the back, and I asked him what he meant by 
punching me in the back and he only laughed 
at me. He said: “Out with it now,” and I 
told him all about Sunday, 25th,

Mr. J. J. Kavanagh -said that if there 
was anything in this allegation against the 
Guards it did not concern him. It was 
entirely a matter for the Minister for Justice 
as to whether he would institute an inquiry 
or not. 

Carroll's father was recalled and said that 
his son complained to him of having been 
struck by Chief Superintendent Stack. 

The Court acceded to Mr. Geoghegan’s re- 
quets to have the police officers called, and 
adjourned until 11.50 this morning.

Fair omens attend the opening of the 
Royal Dublin Spring Show. 


The weather of the last two days has been

perfect, and, if it endures, the success of 
the Show as a social event will be guaran- 
teed. No effort has been spared by the 
Society to ae arrangements for 
the pleasure of Wsitors and for the con- 
venience of dealers. In the -last resort, 
however, the Show’s success depends on 
the range and quality of its exhibits; for 
the Spring Show is our annual epitome of 
production. It is pleasant, 
therefore, to learn that in this matter of 
exhibits the 1934 Show more than main- 
tains the level of its predecessors, and

that almost every type of beast is repre- 
sented more fully than it was represented 
last year or the year before. Buyers 
almost certainly will be fewer, in conse- 
quence of the “ economic war,” which 
has narrowed Great Britain’s demand for 
Irish animals so grievously, but the record 
of. entries, which we print, to-day, is 
sufficient evidence that the Free State 
farmers intend to maintain their reputa- 
tion as producers of the best beasts in the 
world. The country’s thanks are due to 
Mr. Edward Bohane and his coadjutors, 
who have striven so hard and with such 
success to maintain the high level of the 
Royal Dublin Society’s Shows during two 
of the most difficult and discouraging years 
that Ireland ever has known. Such an 
institution as the Spring Show might have 
been expected to succumb to the repeated 
blows which have been levied on the cattle- 
breeders of the Free State during those 
years; and the fact that it not only has 
survived them, but has triumphed over 
them, bears witness to the place that it 
occupies in Irish life. 

One lesson emerges. clearly from the con- 
tinued success of the Spring Show—that 
the breeding of cattle is still the staple 
industry of the Free State and her essen- 
tial source of wealth. For two years Mr. 
de Valera has worked his hardest, by 
direct and indirect means, to kill it; but 
the success of to-day’s entries is the 
measure of his failure. -We cannot be so 
unjust to Mr. de Valera as to suggest 
that he has not realised his error. His 
once loud insistence on a tillage policy for 
the Free State is subdued nowadays, and 
his main concern during the past twelve 
months has been to save the vanishing 
fragments of the cattle trade with Great 
Britain. Ireland’s present economy is the 
slow growth of a hundred years. During 
that time the cattle industry evolved from 
small beginnings to a great and valuable 
business; the c untry’s entire life was 
based on it, and, accordingly as it grew, 
a whole social and financial fabric was 
reared upon it. With the examples of 
history before him, how could Mr. de 
Valera ever have believed that this stable 
economy could be transformed without 
appalling hardship and loss? He believed 
that successful industriés could be estab- 
lished in the Free State, and encouraged 
their establishment; but he forgot that 
industries can only grow to real size and 
importance when they have markets for 
their produce, and that the destruction ot 
the Irish cattle trade must involve the loss 
of the necessary purchasing power. It 
would be idle to deny that Mr. de Valera 
has done a great deal for the industria! 
development of the Free State; but it is 
certain that her industries would be more 
numerous and more wealthy if he had con- 
fined himself to their encouragement by 
ordinary means, and never had embarked 
upon the crazy venture of an ‘‘ economic 
war.”

Japan and China. 

After a great deal of fuss, the situation 
concerning Japan’s policy in the Far East 
has become much easier. The Japanese 
are astute diplomatists, and, having made 
their position perfectly clear, they are in- 
clined now to give the soft answer that 
turneth away wrath in order to create the 
impression that they are the most reason- 
able people in the world. On April 25th, 
after a spokesman of the Japanese Foreign 
Office had warned the Powers that they 
must keep their hands off China, and that 
Japan alone must be responsible for the 
maintenance of peace in the Far East, a 
“ friendly inquiry’’ was made by the 
British Ambassador in Tokyo in order to 
find out precisely what the Foreign Office 
meant. The Ambassador reminded Mr. 
Hirota that the Nine-Power Treaty, which 
had been signed so long ago as in 1922, 
established definitely the principle of the 
“open door ” in China. By virtue of this 
treaty no one Power has any right to pre- 
treatment; for it guarantees 
equal rights for all. He added that, if 
Japan should feel herself to be aggrieved 
in any way, she had the right under the 
treaty to draw attention to any action in 
China which she might consider to be 
This clause in 


ferential 


inimical to her interests. 
the treaty constituted a safeguard for 
Japan; and the Ambassador told Mr. 
Hirota that he assumed that the Japanese 
Government had no intention either to in- 
fringe the rights of other Powers in China, 
or to seek to evade her own treaty obliga- 
tions. In a statement to the House of 
Commons on Monday, Sir John Simon 
announced that the Japanese Government 
had given the Ambassador an assurance 
that all was well. It was determined to 
abide by its.treaty obligations, and would 
do nothing to interfere with the rights of 
other nations in the Far East. In the 
circumstances, the Foreign Secretary 
added, no further steps would be taken in 
the matter. While the British Govern- 
ment has accepted without question the 
assurances of Mr. Hirota, the Government 
of the United States is not quite so com- 
placent. Mr. , Cordell Hull, President 
Roosevelt’s Secretary of State, insists that 
the United States will not tolerate any 
tampering with the Nine-Power Treaty. lt 
will stand firmly by its rights, and will 
not recognise the claim of Japan, or of any 
other Power to make a close preserve of 
Mr. Hirota evidently realises that 
He is anxious 


China. 
a mistake has been made. 
to cover up his tracks by the exhibition 
of a sweet reasonableness; but there is no 
doubt at all that behind all his soft words 
there is a will of steel. Japan may make 
promises. She may try to keep on good 
terms with Britain and the United States ; 
but she will not abandon her ambitions in 
China. Control of China is a matter of 
life and death for Japan. Her mounting 
population must find an outlet somewhere. 
If China is closed to her, she will be forced 
to turn her eyes on Australia or India—a 
fact which probably explains the concilia- 
tory attitude of Sir John Simon and the 
British Government.

People who talk in theatres are among 
those whom Sir W. S. Gilbert forgot to 
include in his “‘ little list,” but, perhaps, 
they were not so plentiful in his time.

Describing the conduct of the audience as 
“-an incredible piece of barbarism,’’ Sir 
Thomas said afterwards: ‘‘ They have all 
the rest of the day and night to talk. Why 
choose that moment?’’ Why, indeed? 
Applause in the wrong place can be for- 
given, though it is infuriating, but it is 
difficult to imagine any good reason for 
the action of people who pay large sums 
for an entertainment, and then deny 
themselves the pleasure of it by chatter. 
The explanation may be in personal 
vanity ; for it appears that many find it 
less desirable to see and hear at the 
theatre than to be seen and heard, 
Possibly, too, the cinema may be respon- 
sible for this decay in modern manners ; 
for it breeds informal habits in its 
audiences, and does not deny them the 
liberty of talking, or of walking in and 
out as they choose. Dublin is fairly well- 
behaved in this respect; but the number 
of our chatterers is by no means so small 
as we should wish to see it.

DUKE OF ATHOLL’S

Beíore the House of Lords last night 
resumed discussion of the Government’s 
Betting and Lotteries Bill, the Duke of 
Atholl replied to the statement of the 
Attorney-General (Sir Thomas Inskip) 
in the House of Commons on Monday, 
denying the accuracy of the Duke’s account 
of his interview with the police at Blair 
Atholl. 

I see no reason at all to alter one word 
of what I said in your lordships’ House 
on Thursday. It seems to me _ unfor- 
tunate, said the Duke, that the Attorney- 
General, before making his statement, 
did not communicate with me first, either 
with a request for further information, or 
for corroborative evidence which, for- 
tunately, happens to be available, but re- 
lied solely on ex parte information. 1 
am glad, however, to learn that although 
the police were sent to Blair Atholl by the 
instructions of the Public Prosecutor, 
they had no authority from him for some 
of the statements which I reafhrm were, 
in fact, made to me. 

I have only to add that before the sum- 
mons was applied for, the Public Prosecu- 
tor was personally made aware by my 
legal advisers of the ‘mpropriety of the 
police action. One .uld have thought 
that had there been no grounds for this 
allegation of impropriety, the mere fact 
of its having been made would have been 
sufficient to cause the authorities to insist 
upon tendering the evidence, so that the 
circumstances under which it was obtained 
could be fully investigated. At the trial, 
however, no attempt was made to ure the 
evidence obtained by these police officers 
at Blair Atholl. 

I feel bound to take this, the first op- 
portunity, of making this short statement, 
because not only do I feel that my per- 
sonal honour as a member of your lord- 
ships’ House has been impugned, but also 
because the 
language he used, has conveyed the. im- 
pression that had my statement been 
made elsewhere, I might have laid miyseli 
open to the possibility of some un- 
specified criminal proceedings,

It was rumoured to-day that the Govern- 
ment is contemplating a conference at the 
Dominions Office of the official representa- 
tives of the Dominions in London, with a 
view to a full discussion on trade relations 
in the Empire. The conference will not 
n until the return of Mr. Bruce, the 
Australian High Commissioner, who is 
now visiting his Government. The 
Imperial Government, it is said, is 
anxious that the Dominions shall agree 
to accept a restriction of their imports 
into this country until the existing trade 
agreements with foreign countries come to 
an end. It is regarded as most improbable 
that such a step will be welcomed by thie 
Dominions, and a conference on a more 
important scale may have to be convened 
before decisions can be reached, 


London’s Water Supply. 


A new scheme will be prepared at the 


end of May to safeguard London against 
the possibility of drought for the next 
fifteen years, 
expended on a scheme which will provide 
storage for some 10,000,000,000 gallons of 
water, increasing the reserve supplics by 
50 per cent. 


Ten million pounds will b¢ 


It appears that there is 
little question of a shortage of supplies: 


the storage problem has been the principal 
cause of anxiety to those who are re- 
sponsible for 


supplying London with 
water. The metropolis increases P the 
rate of an average county borouglí every 


year, and the main pipes have been grow- 


ing by ten miles a year for a long time 
past. London has already forty-nine 
reservoirs, with a capacity of something 
like 20,000,000,000 gallons, but the time 
has arrived for a survey of tke whole 
area with a view to the discovering of 
new and likely sites for further storage. 
Until the scheme is complete guard must 
be maintained against the possibility of 
a drought like last year’s; but it seems 


that there is no immediate prospect of © 


London’s water supplies drying up. 


A Manicipal Bank. 


There appears to be a definite possi- 
bility that the London County Council 
may put a municipal bank scheme into 
operation before long; for it is thought 
that the task is not difficult, and could 
be carried through quite cheaply. The 
Council has many buildings in different 
parts of London which could be utilised 
for banking purposes, and headquarters. 
could be established at the London County 
Hall. 
of such a bank would save the Council 
several thousand pounds a vear in ad- 
ministrative expenses, since it employs a 
large army of men and women, and under 
the present system a big staff is needed to 
deal with wages. A bank would make this 
staff unnecessary. ‘The Council also would 
be in a position to obtain short-term loans 
from the bank on very advantageous terms. 
If the scheme is regarded as feasible, it 
will be adopted immediately opportunity’ 
arises. 


Britannia. 


Alterations to the King’s racing yacht, 
Britannia, which have been taking place 
for some time, will be completed this 
week, when the new mast and mainsail 
will be fitted. The mast is of silver spruce, 
weighing about 23 tons, with a height of 
176 feet, which is taller than that of any 
other racing yacht. The hull has been 
lightened by the removal of the hith bul- 
warks and the substitution of rails. There 
is every prospect that Britannia will 
prove faster this season than at any time 
during her long career, and, in competi- 
tion with newer vessels, she may secure a 
good display of winning pennants before 
the season closes. The cutter’s crew of 
twenty-two comprises twenty fishermen 
and two ex-naval ratings. The King is 
looking forward to sailing his yacht in 
the late summer.

The equipment of the 
flying boats is unusually complete, and

MOSCOW’S MILITARY

Addressing two million people gathered 
at the Tempelhof Field, and through the 
broadcast many millions more throughout 
the country, Chancellor Hitler said: 
Today is the first anniversary of the 
proclamation of our four years’ plan. 

The last year has shown that we are on 
the right way. No matter if you love or 
hate us, there is one thing nohody can 
deny. We have awakened the German 
people, put new spirit into it, and con- 
verted it to a new way of life. 

“ If the world denies our love of peace 
we cannot reply better than by a compari- 
son of the small territories with which our 
people contents itself and the vast terri- 
tories of others. Germany does not want 
war, because she does not need it. The 
German people, is capable of shaping its 
own life tolerably without wars of robbery 
and tribute.”’ 

Herr Hitler warned enemies of the 
régime against raising their heads. “ We 
shall allow no one to rob us of the con- 
fidence of the people by malicious 
criticism.” 

He explained the Nazi fight against the 
workmen's organisations of the past 
régimes, and said that Germany in those 
days had lost many hundred million marks 
annually by strikes and _lock-outs. 
National Socialism, he declared, had done 
away with this system and had led the 
whole people, workers and employers, to 
a true people’s community. 

Passing to the voluntary labour service, 
Hitler declared that its purpose was to 
break down the arrogance of certain 
classes of other German people by offering 
them work and thus making them respect 
manual labour. 

In a concluding passage the Chancellor 
again stressed Germany’s will to peace, , 


MUST HAVE EQUALITY. 


“The German people does not want 
revenge,” he thundered, amid applause. 
“ Tt does not desire conquest, and it 1s 
willing to stretch out its hand to all other 
peoples for conciliation. But it 1s pre- 
pared to defend itself, and to insist on Its 
right to self-defence. We must have 
equality.”’ 

From all points of the sna endless 
columns had filed to the Tempelhof Field 
to hear Hitler’s speech. In the midst of 
the workmen there marched Prussia’s 
Prime Minister, Hermann Goering, © 
Nazi Storm Troop uniform, and beaming 
at his enthusiastic reception.

REE STATE democracy's last words to 

the President of the rá 'mtive Council 
might take some such form at this. During 
the discussion in the Dail yesterday on the 
Committee stage of the Senate Bill he 
accepted ‘‘in principle '” the two amend- 
ments which the Opposition moved to safe- 
guard the liberties of the people, and then 
roceeded to kick ‘them, along with the 
nate itself, down the broad stairs whick 
lead from the Free State’s ‘‘ Upper ”’ 
Chamber to the doorway of the Legisla- 
tive building. 

The same packed jury, which in future, 
if the bill in its present form becomes law, 
will be in a position to sit in judgment on 
the judges and to control the fate of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, defeated 
the two amendments which were designed 
to protect these officers from dismissal! at 
the behest of a bare majority of the 
personnel of a Single-Chamber Legisla- 
ture. In place of the substance of these 
amendments, Mr. de. Valera offered the 
shadow of undefined promises of amend- 
ments to be made by the Government 
before the bill passes its next stage. 

What these amendments, if any, are to 
be the President did not deign to state, 
but one assumes that the approval of a 
five-ninths majority of the Dail as a pre- 
requisite condition for the dismissal of 
either a judge or the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General may be one. . As soon as 
this formula was put forward by Mr. de 
Valera last Thursday, as a proposed alter- 
native to the fraction of three-fifths which 
Mr. Cosgrave had demanded, it opened up 
a new channel of debate, which was well 
trodden by successive speakers yesterday 
when the discussion was resumed. 


THE FIVE-NINTHS’ 


FORMULA. 


Recalling that Mr. de Valera had ex- 
pressed surprise when it was pointed out to 
him by Mr. Cosgrave last week that the 
five-ninths formula represents precisely 
the majority enjoyed by the present Fianna 
Fail-Labour ‘coalition in the House, Mr. 
Fitzgerald: made a determined effort to 
persuade him to show his sincerity by 
renouncing his own formula in favour of 
the other. Mr. Dillon, who followed, 
assured the President that even that con- 
cession would be giving democracy a 
measure of protection which was ‘“ barely 
adequate.’’ 

Then came Mr. Bennett, appealing to 
the President’s sporting instincts in ask- 
ing him to accept a “ compromise ”' frac- 
tion of eleven-eighteenths. “It is as 
good a fraction as five-ninths,’’ he de- 
clared, with an ingratiating smile; “' at 
any rate, it looks just as well on paper, 
even if it is rather more difficult to 
calculate.”’ 

Perhaps it was not so difficult to calcu- 
late that the expert mathematician who 
was being thus wooed failed to see the 
snare that was being spread for him in 
the form of a fraction greater even than 
the rejected five-ninths. On the other 
hand, it might have been the President’s 
native obstinacy which came to his rescue. 
At all events, he made no gesture, and 
the Speaker cut the bidding short by 
putting the question. 

The subsequent division supplied an 
ironic commentary on this discussion on 
majorities. With rather-more than half 
the House voting, the Government carried 
their point by fifty-eight votes to twenty- 
seven. ‘This was on the amendment relat- 
ing to the dismissal of the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General ; that relating to the 
dismissal of judges, which was taken 
several hours later, was the subject of a 
somewhat more flattering vote—fifty-nine 
to forty-two—the President. having brought 
the debate to an end by his favourite 
device of the closure. 


THE CLOSURE, 


As it happens, the closure was not 
altogether unjustified in the present 
instance, as the debate had become largely 
repetitious. It is, indeed, surprising that 
the Speaker did not make the proceedings 
more compact from the beginning by 
following precedent in bracketing the two 
amendments for debate, while permitting 
separate divisions at the end. 

The President, in speaking on the second 
of these two amendments, offered, as he 
had done on the first, to agree on the 
five-ninths fraction, and then went on 
to add casually: ‘‘I am prepared even to 
advance somewhat on that.” For want of 
elaboration, this cryptic statement can 
only be linked with his subsequent remark 
that ‘‘under the amendments we propose 
to introduce the judges and Auditor. 
General will have greate security than 
they would have if these a.nendments were 
passed,’’ and the twin utterances were left 
for the next stage of the bill to explain. 

As to whether the insertion of any such 
amendments would be a practical safe-

of opinion. Mr. McGilligan said out 
right that it would not, as the Constitu- 
tion itself could be so easily altered at 
any time. On the other hand, Mr. 
Cosgrave was prepared to find a crumb 


of consolation even in a Constitution 
which could be altered in a day. ‘‘ Even 
that day,’’ he said, “is valuable. It may 


never come, and, in any case, it is a day 
longer.’’ 


AN UNHAPPY LAWYER, 


Mr. Conor Maguire, forced into the 
unhappy position of a lawyer helping to 
legislate against the continued inde 
pendence of the law, made the worst of a 
bad case, and celebrated his revolt against 
his profession by making a most unlawyer-. 
like attack on “ paper ” safeguards. It 
was left to Mr. Cosgrave to remind him 
that the constitutional safeguards of all 
countries for some centuries had been 
outwardly of the same substance, and that, 
while Moses had his on stone, those were 
not of particularly long duration. 

Mr. Fitzgerald saw no hope of any 
safeguards existing at all in the Free 
State, once the President had got the 
Legislature under his undisputed swry. 
Before having his line of argument 
abruptly checked by the Speaker, Mr. 
Fitzgerald had made his point that, as 
soon as Mr. de Valera reached the end of 
his statutory term of office, he would be 
able to make up his mind that it would 
be “in the national interest’’ not to have 
an election at that particular moment, 
and that he would act accordingly. 

Nevertheless, the Opposition took the 
precaution of participating in the subse- 
quent debate on the Committee stage of 
the Revision of Constituencies Bill,

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
HE prospects for the Royal Dublin 


Society's Spring Show, which opens | 


to-day at Ballsbridge, are regarded as 
very temps | There is an indefinable 
atmosphere, which seems to indicate not 
only a successful show of live-stock, dairy 
produce, agricultural machinery and home 
industries of other descriptions, but also 
a satisfactory attendance of those whom 
such events are intended to benefit. 

All day yesterday there was a steady 
influx.of exmbits, and a great deal of time 
was spent by herds, shepherds and grooms 
in putting the final touches to the toilet 
of their charges before putting them into 
their temporary quarters in the show- 
yard, 

In the evening there was quite a rush 
of more or less local exhibits, but by the 
time that daylight had faded into dark- 
ness all the exhibits catalogued were 
comfortably housed. The return of Kerry 
cattle in greater strength than last year 
was the subject of favourable comment 
among those who regularly attend the 
Spring Show. Also of interest are the 
improved entries in the sections for 
Aberdeen-Angus and Jerseys. . 

Jersey cattle-breeders are concentrated 
largely in the vicinity of Dublin, and 
great efforts have been made in recent 
years to popularise the breed among those 
who want rich milk. Aberdeen-Angus 
enthusiasts also have been busy in acclaim- 
ing the merits of their favourites, and 
will be well represented, while there has 
also been a big push made in favour of 
Herefords. Dairy shorthorns on this occa- 
sion more than hold their own numerically, 
and there is a good entry of beef short- 
horns. 


THE TRADE EXHIBITS. 


A glance through the trade exhibits 
yesterday afforded an indication « the 
variety of interests now being catered for 
by the Royal Dublin Society. In the 
Main Hall and Main Hall Annexe not 
only the farmer, but the farmer’s wife and 
daughter, are catered for by exhibits 
most of which in the Annexe are of home 
manufacture. New features of the Educa- 
tional Exhibit of the Department of Agri- 
culture include a model limekiln, demon- 
strations in the cooking of poultry, eggs, 
and other home produce, examples of the 
proper way of canning vegetables and of 
growing mushrooms. Among samples of 
barley, the D.S.K. Binder variety is 
shown. This is an early ripening variety 
suitable for feeding, but not for malting. 
Spratt-Archer 27 No. 1 still remains the 
best malting barley, while July six- 
rowed is shown as an early ripening 
variety that does well on poor land on 
the western seaboard. There is also a 
striking exhibit of glass-house and frame 
produce, in addition to many-others. 

Flock-owners will, doubtless, be in- 
terested in the sheep-dipping demonstra- 
tions which have been arranged for the 
machinery paddock. 


MOUNTED TROOPS. 


There will be a particularly good display 
during. the sáil by the Free State 
mounted troops. A troop of the mounted 
infantry will take part in ‘a musical ride, 
while a vaulting display will be given by a 
troop of the Field Artillery Brigade, Other 
jumping enclosure items include Irish 
sheepdog trials and a jumping competition.

WAGES IN LICENSED 
TRADE. 


A DUBLIN CONFERENCE, 


Mr. P. J. Fleming, Chairman of the 
Conciliation Board for the Trade, presided 
at a conference held yesterday at the 
offices of the Free State Department of 
Industry and Commerce between  repre- 
sentatives of the Licensed Grocers’ and 
Vintners’ Association and the Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintners’ Assistants’ Union.

TWO OFFICERS AND

R.A.F. MACHINES IN

AUSTRALIA TO 
ENGLAND. 


ANOTHER FLIGHT 
“ RECORD.” 


- 


The airmen, Mr. Bernard Rubin and 
Mr. Ken Waller, who leít Australia on 
April 23rd, landed at Eastbourne, Sussex, 
at 6.15 last might, and left twenty minutes 
later for Lympne, Kent. 

They have unofficially broken the 
“record ” for a flight from Australia to 
England, set up by Mr. J. A. Mollison in 
1931, when his time was 8 days 22 hours 
25 minutes. Rubin and Waller’s time was 
8 days 12 hours. 

Their time is much greater than that 
for the England to Australia flight of Mr. 


C. F. Ulm, who, in 1933, took 6 days, 


17 hours 56 minutes for the journey. 

Mr. Bernard Rubin, in an interview, 
said: “I believe we have broken Jim 
Mollison’s ‘record,’ but as it was not 
officially timed it will not rank as an 
official ‘ record.’ ’’ 

Mr. Rubin and Mr. Waller left on their 
24,000 miles flight from Lympne_ to 
Australia and back on March 22nd last. 
Their object was to make the round 
journey in six weeks. Actually they 
accomplished their flight in two days less 
than six weeks. . 

It was really a rehearsal flight for the 
Melbourne Air Race next autumn. Mr. 
Rubin is entering a machine which is 
being built in secret. 

Mr. Bernard Rubin, in addition to being 
an airman, is also a well-known motor 
racing driver. He was a member of a 
famous motor racing team, which included 
Captain Woolf Barnato, and was to have 
partnered the late Sir Henry Birkin last 
year in the Isle of Man races. Owing to 
Sir Henry’s death, however, the car was 
taken over by Mr. George Eyston.

MAY DAY 
CONTRASTS. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes: Yesterday’s celebration of May 
Day in the different capitals of Europe was, 
on the whole, quieter than usual, but it 
made up in variety what it lacked in 
tumult. Amid all the continental ex- 
periments it is no small satisfaction to 
feel that here in England our old and 
cherished Constitution is still producing 
good and practical results—a gradual, but 
steady, increase in work, more commodi- 
ties produced and more purchased—the 
individual citizen feeling slightly better 
off and enjoying more leisure. The 
countries of the British Empire are al- 
most all balancing their Budgets—which 
can be said for very few outside it—and 
these results have been achieved by a 
democratic and parliamentary system 
which needed no fundamental alteration 
at the moment of crisis. It merely 
adapted itself to circumstances, as it has 
always done through the centuries from 
the time of its birth in this, its native 
land. 

Democracy has been made to function. 
The partial paralysis which may over- 
take the best of Parliaments when an 
even balance of party votes has been cast 
was avoided in 1931 by the instinctive de- 
cision of the people, well led by the chiefs 
of the principal parties, to give the 
National Government an overwhelming 
majority. That is the manner in which 
the most democratic of systems can show 
itself capable of strong government, able 
to meet new situations, to take instant 
docisions, to face vested interests. It is 
really inconceivable that this country 
should ever be so untrue to itself as to 
vote for a faction leader, whether of the 
Right or of the Left, whose idea of 
strength, aping phe, + ways, is to knock 
opponents out of political life, and who 
creates the concentration camp to make 
up for his own inability to persuade.

OPERATION OF DISABILITY 
PENSIONS. 


The Legion officials—Captain E. Oliver 
Humphreys, Captain H. W. Ruddock and 
Captain C. M. Wood, who saw Mr. Lemass 
at Government Buildings on April 25th, 
said that the principle followed in the 
granting of a disability pension was not 
an award for services rendered, but com- 
pensation for loss of earning capacity. The 
award was made on a medical basis, not 
on an economic one, and solely to the effect 
of war service on the man’s physical con- 
dition. The degree of disablement was 
ascertained by a comparison with the con- 
dition ot a normal healthy man of the same 
age. These disability pensions were based 
on percentages from 20 per cent. to 100 
per cent., that was to say, that when a 
man was awarded a ó0 per cent. pension, 
he was, according to the medical authorities, 
handicapped to that extent when compared 
with the fit man. They, therefore, sub- 
mitted that no advantage should be taken 
of any allowance made to a man for his 
physical disability. 


NO INCOME TAX. 


The disability pension had always been 
exempted from income tax, in fact, 1t was 
not necessary to disclose it at all when 
making the usual return. They submitted 
that the disabled ex-Service men affected 
by the Unemployment Assistance Act were 
in poorer circumstances than those who 
were assessable to income tax. They 
considered it unfair and unreasonable to 
place them in a different sphere, and they 
were sure that the concession granted to 
the pensioners, by way of exemption from 
income tax, was very much greaéer and 
would mean much more to the Government 
than the disregard of the first 20s of «ny 
wound or disability pension, which they 
desired, them to consider in connection 
with the Unemployment Act. | 

In the British Unemployment Bill of 
1933 provision was made that one-half of 
any wound or- disability pension would be 
disregarded when assess .g means. A depu- 
tation from the Executive of the British 
Legion in London waited upon the respon- 
sible Minister of the British Government 
and placed before him the views of the 
British Legion, which views they were 
similarly placing before the Free State 
Minister. As a result of that deputation 
an amendment was moved in the 
House of Commons on February 
26th, 1934, providing , that the first 
20s. of any wound or _ disability 
pension would be disregarded in the 
assessment of means. This amendment was 
agreed to by an overwhelming majority ol 
316 votes to 65. They respectfully re- 
quested that the Government of the Irish 
Free State would be no less sympathetic 
towards the disabled ex-Service men than 
the’ British Government. They felt that 
they had the Minister’s sympathy in this 
matter, and that he would accede to their 
representations for the necessary provision 
to be made for the disregard of the first 
20s. of any disability pension. 


FREE STATE 4 REASURY. 


The disability pension was not a charge 
on the Irish Free State Treasury. Under 
the Unemployment Assistance Act, 1935, 
if the men’s disability pension was to be 
taken into account by way of an assess- 
ment of means, it would be definitely 
established that the Irish Free State were 
claiming benefit from allowances made by 
the British Government. They felt sure 
that neither the Minister nor the members 
of his Government would wish to claim 
any such benefit. : 

The deputation’s statement continued :— 
‘In order to show you the great hard- 
ship that will be experienced by the 
disabled ex-Service men under the Act as 
it exists at present, we would place belore 
you an example or two, and would stress 
that these cases are common and by no 
means isolated. Take a man living in 
Dublin—married, with five children. This 
man has his leg amputated below the knee. 
His disablement is assessed at 50 per 
cent., and this, in money, means a pension 
of 20s. weekly. Under the Unemployment 
Assistance Act this man would be allowed 
2s. weekly, as against a perfectly fit man 
who would receive 20s. If a job should be 
offered it is only natural that the fit man 
would get the preference over the man 
who has lost a leg, so that the fit man 


— 


received the preference over the disabled 
man both when unemployed and. employed, 

‘Take another example: Take a nan 
living in Bray—married, with four chil- 
dren. This man has lost four fingers of 
the left hand. His disability is assessed 
at 30 per cent., and this, in cash, means 
12s. pension weekly. Under the Act he 
would receive 4s. 6d., whereas the fit man 
would receive 14s. 6d., and here, again, 
he would be in a better position to get 
employment as against a man who had 
lost his fingers, 


FREE STATE SOLDIERS, 


‘‘In placing this matter before you on 
behalf of the British ex-Servicemen we 
would not forget the like claims of the 
disability pensioners of the Irish Free 
State Army, pre-truce pensioners, etc., 
and that any concession your Government 
may be pleased to grant us would also be 
granted to them. 

“ In conclusion, we make a most earnest 
appeal to you and the members of your 
Government for sympathetic. consideration 
in this matter, and respectfully request 
that the Act be amended so that, at least, 
the first 20s. of a disability pension be 
disregarded in the assessment of means. 
On behalf of, and as representatives of, 
118 branches of the British Legion, we 
would assure you that such a concession 
would be greatly appreciated ‘by everyone, 
and would, no doubt, have a great in- 
fluence in 
It is also felt that all parties in the Dail 
would readily support the action in bring- 
ing such an amendment to the Act in 
favour of the many disabled ex-Service- 
men in the Irish Free State."

THE GOVERNMENT'S 
CALCULATIONS. 


The Minister, in reply, said that while 
he had every sympathy with the object 
in view, the actual framing of the bill 
was intended to cover the least amount 
that should be paid to persons requiring 
assistance to keep them actually from 
destitution. Therefore, those who have 
incomes from any source must receive 
secondary consideration to those who are 
relatively in the greatest need for it. 

The original estimated cost (over 
£1,000,000) was based on the actual 
numbers that would participate, and to 
increase this amount would upset the 
Government’s financial calculations, which 
were based on maximum numbers re- 
quiring the minimum assistance. 

In comparing the British Act, the 
Minister suggested that, in giving the 
concessions to the disabled pensioners in 
Britain, the Government had not con- 
sidered it from an economic point of view, 
but rather political, or, he should say, 
national policy. 


NO CONCESSION, 
The Minister stated that he had fully 


considered the matter, and at the present . 
time no concession in respect of ,disability 


pensions could be entertained. If it. were 
made to one body, it must be made to 
others, such as in the cases of Workmen’s 
Compensation in weekly allowances or 
lump sums, National Health Insurance 
and incomes from plots under the Agri- 
cultural Holdings Acts. 

Cases were quoted where disabled men 
with large families would, under the Act, 
be in a worse position than under the 
Poor Law relief. The Minister pointed 
out that local relief would still be avail- 
able for deserving cases, in addition to 
the amounts they: are entitled to receive 
under the Act, and committees had power 
to supplement needs according to family 
circumstances. At the present time 
fourteen out of every fifteen cases were 
now being rejeéted and referred to the 
Public Assistance Tribunals, 

Should the Act prove to be less costly 
than estimated by the Government when 
introducing it (after, say, twelve months’ 
working), the Minister gave the assurar.e 
that disability pensions and such like 
would be considered with regard “to any 
future amendments that would be made,

He emphasised those 
points, which the leader of the German people 
had. in his Four-Year Plan, indicated as the 
most vital. ‘Foremost among these was un- 
employment, the fight against which was the 
very touchstone of National Socialist pglicy. 
When the German Chancellor took “over 
control last year the unemployed numbered, 
roughly, six miillions. In one year that 
number has been reduced by one-half. Such 
a change had not only a material, it had, 
above all, a spiritual effect, re-awakening in 
individuals and in the community courage and 
hope, energy and confidence in the future of 
the nation, i 

The Minister. after stressing the necessity 
for patience and endurance in face of the 
givantic tasks that a post-war and post- 
revolution Germany had to grapple with, then 
outlined the nature of those tasks. They 
were not to be conceived as the mere sum of 
a series of ephemeral measures. They must 
be visioned as rooted in a definite political 
philosophy, which is of the very essence ol 
National Socialism. In that light he dealt 
with the leader's plan for raising the general 
standard of living of «ll sections of the 
German people. The carrying out of that 
plan will follow upon the solution of the un- 
emplovment problem.’ He then spoke of the 
gicantic work of Winter Aid, for the success 
of which the Chaneellor had publicly thanked 
the men und women who had voluntarily en 
raged in it, and’ for the contributions to 
which he had also sent warmest thanks to the 
German Colony in Ireland and to their 
friends. 


EXTERNAL POLICY. 


Passing from the ivternal affairs to the 
external politics: of Germany, the Minister 
noted the new and decisive stage that had 
now been reached. Much had been achieved. 
Much still remained io be done. Foreign 
eountrres were. on tlhe whole, beginning to 
realise that Germany's internal policy cannot 
be developed without a recognition trom 
without of her claims as a Sovereign State to 
equality of rights,.in everything, including 
srmaments. Germany requires umty and gm- 
ployment at home, peace with honour and 
equality of rights abroad. With that achieved, 
she is prepared to take her share in the task 
of reconstruction in Europe. iss 

The Minister then stressed the signincance 
of the personality of the German Chancellor, 
to whose stupendous energy and selí- 
sacrificing patriotism the new Germany owed 
its existence. Belief in Germany was the 
mainspring of the Chancellor's activity. 
Belief in the German nation and its Chan- 
cellor gas the force that would weld and 
make strong the German people. 


COLONEL BRASE. 


Passing over to a personal note, the Minister 
then congratulated Colonel Brasé. The Chan- 
cellor had accompanied a personal letter of 
thanks to Colonel Brasé for his services to 
the party with a signed photograph of him- 
self. Herr von Dehn expressed his own wish 
that Colonel Brasé would long continue to 
foster the cultural relations existing between 
Ireland and Germany in the domain of music. 

The address concluded with a call for the 
German Salute to the Nation, the President 
and the Chancellor. The response was 
unanimous and enthusiastic,

A more comprehensive bill would 
have led to still greater controversy, and it 
was in accordance with the traditions of the 
House that in such matters as this they 
should proceed by degrees.

THREAT TO BLOW 
U P CHURCH. 


From Our ConnEsPoNDEN:, 


TIPPERARY, Tuesday, 
T Tipperary Court to-day, before Vis- 
A trict Justice Troy, three young men 
were charged with conspiracy and with 
intimidating and assaulting the Reverend 
Doctor St. John Seymour, Archdeacon of 
Cashel, at his residence, Donohill Rectory, 
Cappawhite. The accused men are—James 
Riordan (25), Thomas Ryan (21), and John 

Bergin (21), all of Ballybrack, Annacarty. 
Detective-Ofticer O'Keeffe, Cappawhite, 
stated that when passing the Rectory about 
4 quarter past ten on the night uí 24th 
April he heard an angry dispute. Somebody 
said: “ We'll make you do it, and we'll make 
you do it soon,” to which a voice replied: 
‘No, I will not do it.” Approaching the 
front of the Rectory, he saw three men 
wearing raincoats and masks, with weapons 
of some kind in their hands, He called on 
them to halt und the men ran away in 
different directions. He fired a shot over 
one of their heads, but they continued to 
run, and he followed one of them round to 
the back of the Rectory, where the fugitive 
flung himself into a shrubbery, where witness 
found him lying face downwards, The man, 
who wore a mask, at first gave a false name, 

but later admitted that he was John Bergin. 


PRISONERS’ STATEMENTS, 


Sergeant Geraghty, Cappawhite, stated that 
after being arrested the men made statemenis 
to the effect that they met on the night pre- 
vious to the raid, and agreed to go to the 
rectory and see Archdeacon Seymour in con- 
nection with a local family dispute which has 
been the subject of litigation in the local 
courts. Bergin said that they took turns in 
carrying a shot gun. On their way through 
the fields to the rectory Thomas Ryan jput 
one cartridge into the gun. When they 
knocked at the rectory front door about nine 
o'clock, and were admitted by the Arch- 
deacon, Ryan held the gun in his hand, and 
said that a settlement would have to be made 
in the dispute between the parties named, 
Givens and Griffin, and that if the Arch- 
deacon interfered against it they would see 
further about it. Ryan in his statement said 
that he put two cartridges into the gun. He 
held the gun all the time they were in the 
room with the Archdeacon. They said to the 
Archdeacon that if he did not clear up the 
Givens and Griffin. dispute they would 
blow up the local Protestant church. 
Riordan’s statement was to the effect that 
Ryan did most of the talking, and when they 
were leaving told the Archdeacon to put his 
face to the wall and not to leave the spot for 
an hour. The Archdeacon said: ‘‘Are you 
going to shoot me,” and Ryan replied: “ You 
will not be touched.”’ 

Archdeacon Seymour gave evidence that 
when he answered a knock at the front door 
he was confronted by three masked men, who 
ordered him to put up his hands and get 
back. ‘‘ They then pushed me into the 
study,” said the witness, “ and one of them 
had a shot-gun, which he shoved into my 
chest. 1 caught the gun barrel and shoved it 
on one side. The short man who carried 
the gun said that I had been interfering in 
the Givens family affair and that I would 
have to stop it. They then said that I was 
trying to undermine Bertie Givens’ influence 
with his father, and that I was doing that 
because he had changed his religion. They 
finally said that I would have to make a 
settlement. I said that I would be very glad 
to make a settlement if [ possibly could; no 
matter what way it went. They then said that 
Bertie Givens would have to get three hun- 
dred pounds. | asked where the money was 
to come from, and they said that I would 
have to get it from the ‘ Church Body.’ ”’ 


THREAT TO SHOOT, 


I told them that 1 had no power to get the 
money from the Church Body, and they re- 
plied that the case would have to be settled. 
They threatened to shoot me, and to shoot 
Charlie Griffin, and they also threatened to 
blow up m¥ church. Finally they told me to 
turn round and face the wall, and then went 
out. : 

Answering Mr. Darcy, for the prisoners, 
witness said that he had been 255 years 
rector at Donolull. During that time he had 
never had any trouble with his neighbours, 
und had always been treated with the utmost 
respect by them. Since this unfortunate 
occurrence the parents of these young men 
had come and apologised to him, and con- 
demned the occurrence. He was sure the 
people in general regretted it, and he hoped 
that the men would not be sent to jail. He 
paid a high tribute to the bravery and re- 
source displayed by Detective Officer 
O'Keeffe on the occasion, 

The three prisoners were- returned for trial. 


GENERAL REGRET. 

Mr. Darey said he had advised the surrender 
of the gun to the Civic Guards, but Riordan, 
who said that he owned the gun and knew 
where it was, for reasons best known to him- 
self, declared he could not surrender:it. Mr. 
Darcey added that he wished to join in the 
me regret, at the gross indignity suffered 
xy Archdeacon Seymour, who was a dis- 
tinguished archeological scholar and his- 
torian, by the idiotic conduct of these mis- 
guided young men.

‘* THE OLD LADY SAYS.‘ NO.’ ”

Denis Kirwan, Raheenabrogue, recalled, 


and examined by Mr. Duigan, solicitor for 
Laoighis Executive Irish Labour Party, said 
that he was a contractor for the reconstruc- 
tion of Shaen Sanatorium and other works 
under the Board of Health. On the 4th 
August, 1930, the late Mr. ages k engineer, 
and Thomas Territt, Chairman of the Board 
of Health, and then Vice-Chairman, came to 
him at Shaen, ‘and after a conversation both 
went away. Mr. Territt returned and asked 
witness if lie had any money, and witness 
suid that he had not. Territt asked him to 
give him all he could as he was “' stuck “ on 
the particular day. Witness wrote out a 
cheque for £6 in. favour of Thomas Territt 
and gave it to him.. Witness never carried 
cash at that time. The cheque witness said 
was put through and returned to his bank 
in due course. Witness produced the paid 
cheque alleged to have been given to Territt. 
To Inspector, witness said that Territt 
passed a remark that it would not be safe 
for him to take a cheque, as his name might 
be seen on the back going through business 
premises, and he, as a member of a board, 
could not so well get a cheque cashed, as 
he would have to endorse it. Witness then 
made out another cheque, payable to self, 
cashed it, and gave Tervitt some of the 
money. In connection with Durrow Housing 
Scheme, witness said that he wanted money 
from the County Surveyor, and he saw 
Territt, who told him that he would see the 
County Surveyor. Witness asked Territt if 
he could get £1,000 passed for him on 
foot of the contract, sad read a letter dated 
6-10-'33, which he said he received trom 
Territt. The letter was:—‘‘fe our con- 
versation to-day, I saw the County Surveyor, 
and he is going to allow you £1, at 
Tuesday's meeting. He says you are guing 
slow, but I will see you prior to Tuesday, 
and will have a chat over position.” Witness 
said that he got £900 after the meeting. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, 
solicitor for Territt, witness said that he 
felt that if he did not give Territ the mone) 
he would be prejudicing his position for 
further contracts under the Board. He admitted 


he would get contracts in the’ ordinary 
course if he had the lowest = tender. 
It was not true that, when he went to 


Territt’s house on 5th August, 1933, Territ 
gave him £5 in cash for the cheque. Witness 
subsequently produced the cheque blocks, 
but said to Mr. Fetherstonhaugh that he 
could not get the block of the second cheque 
drawn for Mr. Territt and refused by him. 

Thoinas Territt, Portlaoighise, examined 
by Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, said that he was 
chairman of the Board of health since last 
June, and since 1928 he was vice-chairman. 
Regarding the cheque in question, witness 
snid that Kirwan asked him would he get 
cash for a cheque for £5 so that he (Kirwan) 
could get insurance stamps. He denied that 
he asked Kirwan for money. He changed 
the cheque in the Munster and Leinster 
Bank, Maryborongh, on the following morn- 
ing, and Kirwan called at witness's house 
next evening. ‘‘I was having my tea,” 
witness said, ' and in presence of my wife 
and son and members of my family I handed 
Mr. Kirwan back his money.” Kirwan had 
tea with him. Witness denied that Kirwan 
ever gave him £5 in cash or any other money.

The score was 
91 marks.

JUDGES’ COMMENTS. 


Commenting on the creamery clisses, the 
judges we high appreciation of the 
quality of the exhibits. Owing to the 
uniformly high standard it was, they said, 
vecy. difheult in many cases to come to a 
decision—particularly in deciding the cham- 
pionship. They were particularly struck with 
the excellence of the keeping class, which, 
although on the premises for three weeks, 
scored virtually as high as the freshly made 
butter. Not a single exhibit in this class was 
below «a good commercial standard. The 
cross-Channel judges were greatly impressed 
with the EE com of the texture of the 
samples generally. 

Dealing with the farmer’s mu vi classes, 
Mr. Evans said that the quality of the 
exhibits was, on the whole, most satisfactory, 
and the competition in the majority of the 
classes very keen. The work of most of the 
exh@itors was very praiseworthy, but a few 
displayed weakness in several points. There 
were some samples of poor colour, and others 
either overworked or underworked, which re- 
sulted in their being too tallowy or else too 
watery and open in texture. The flavour, 
on the whole, was.very good considering the

IRISH PROSPERITY.

HE Very Rev. J. L. Morrow, M.A, 
E. D.D., who has completed fifty years 
ministry in the Irish Presbyterian 
Church, was entertained yesterday to a com- 
limentary luncheon in the Royal Hibernian 
Hotel, Dawson street, Dublin, when a 
presentation was made to him in the presence 
of a large company. The Rev. W. A. Hill, 
M.A., Moderator of the Dublin Presbytery, 
presided. : : 
The toast of “The King’’ having 
honoured, a motion of condolence on 
deaths of Major-General the Very Rev. 
J. M. Simms and the Rev. Dr. E. J. 
McKee was solemnly passed. | 
The ‘Chairman proposed the toast of 
‘Prosperity to Ireland,’ and said. that 
prosperity, which included the whole of Ire-

‘land, was a thing they all very much wished 


to happen. : 
Mr. David Barry, O.B.E., Managing- 
Director of the British and Imsh Steam 
Packet Company, in replying to the toast, 
said that they had in Ireland to-day two 
different governments, which he could best 
describe as representing a tug-of-war. One 
of these governments continued to seek 
affiliation with the mother country, Great 
Britain, while the present Government of the 
Free State was seeking by every means In 
its power to cut every tie with the mother 
country. It was diflicult for one to speak 
for the whole of Ireland; but, being a 
Presbyterian, coming of Presbyterian stock, 
he could only say that they faced the 
situation as it existed in Northern Ireland 
and the Free State resolutely. No one would 
be able to accuse Presbyterians of hiding 
irom it. There were many notable men of 
their Church in the Free State. Un- 
fortunately, their numbers were fewer, by 


force of circumstances, than they were. 
Chief among these notable men was. his 


dear old friend, Dr. Morrow.

sure they would agree with him when he 
said that they were loyal to whatever 
government was in force. at the time, 
to whatever government might come 
into power they would promise that 
government whole-hearted support towards 
making Ireland prosperov: as a nation and a 
country. He war as good an Irishman as. 
any other man iu this island. They who 
loved their Church as he did would agree 
that they did not give way to anyone in 
their pride of being Irishmen. 

Mr. Barry said. thet he wished to testify 
tof the great work done by Dr. Morrow, who 
was an outstanding man in the pulpit and 
out of it. If their Chureh had more men 
like Dr. Morrow’ spread throughout the 
length and breadth of ‘the land it would be 
better for the Church, and in saying that he 
did not wish to disparage their clergy. He 
Was a man of iron will who had the strength 
to make up his mind as to what was right 
and the will to see that the right was done. 


IN ONE CONGREGATION.
